A  CONCURRENT  RESOLUTION  OF  TRIBUTE  TO  THE  CITY  OF  DUNDEE 


WHEREAS,  Located  on  the  banks  of  the  scenic  and  historic  Raisin  River,  the  City  of  Dundee  will 
celebrate  its  Sesqui-centennial  this  year;  and 

WHEREAS,  This  auspicious  occasion  will  call  to  the  minds  of  the  over  2,400  residents  the  early 
heritage  of  the  founders  and  life  on  the  early  Michigan  frontier;  and 

W  HEREAS,  The  City  of  Dundee  was  built,  for  the  most  part,  by  expatriates  from  the  Franco- 
Prussian  War  of  1870 — Swabian  and  Mecklenburg  peasants  who  possessed  a  high  regard  for  solid 
things  and  stolid  ways;  and 

WHEREAS,  Dundee,  a  city  big  enough  for  the  needs  of  people,  yet  small  enough  to  be  neighborly, 
still  adheres  to  the  philosophy  of  its  founders  and,  as  a  consequence,  prosperity  and  goodwill  are 
evident  in  abundant  proportions;  and 

WHEREAS,  Known  as  the  "Hub  of  Highways”,  Dundee  offers  great  opportunities  for  future 
growth.  In  particular,  the  visitor  is  enticed  by  the  air  of  relaxation  which  presents  a  decided  change  of 
pace  from  the  pell-mell  pursuit  of  progress  in  Detroit,  only  fifty  miles  away;  and 

WHEREAS,  As  we  look  back  over  the  past  one  hundred  fifty  years  to  the  founding  of  this  proud 
city,  it  becomes  increasingly  evident  that  a  solid  foundation  for  health,  welfare,  and  prosperity  was 
built  and  expanded  to  meet  the  needs  of  future  generations;  now  therefore  be  it 


RESOLVED  BY  THE  HOUSE  OF  REPRESENTATIVES  (the  Senate  concurring),  That  the 
Michigan  Legislature,  or;  behalf  of  the  citizens  of  this  State,  hereby'  recognizes  the  achievements  and 
proud  history  of  the  City  of  Dundee.  Its  heritage  and  prospects  for  future  accomplishments  are  hereby 
recognized  as  a  solid  contribution  to  the  building  of  the  American  way  of  life;  and  be  it  further

YEAR

IN  THE  HOUSE  OF  REPRESENTATIVES 
Tuesday,  September  24,  1974 

Mr.  ESCH.  Mr.  Speaker,  the  residents 
of  Dundee,  Mich.,  have  undertaken  a 
long-awaited  celebration  marking  the 
150-year  history  of  the  community  and 
its  people.  It  was  my  great  pleasure  to 
join  with  the  residents  at  the  festivities 
marking  the  sesquicentennial  observ¬ 
ance. 

The  history  of  this  community  exem¬ 
plifies  the  progress  that  has  been  made 
in  our  Nation  during  the  past  150  years. 
Prom  a  rugged  group  of  hardy  pioneers 
whe  challenged  the  Michigan  wilderness 
has  grown  a  community  dedicated  to  ac¬ 
complishment  and  justifiably  proud  of 
its  achievements.  Moreover,  throughout 
these  years  the  spirit  of  individualism 
and  pride  of  family  has  continued  to  be 
an  important  part  of  life  in  Dundee. 

This  pride  in  community  ’  has  taken 
many  forms  over  the  years  and  now  it  is 
all  coming  together  in  one  weeklong  ob¬ 
servance  to  which  many  dozens  of  per¬ 
sons  have  contributed  time  and  effort. 
Some  of  the  area  women  who  worked 
from  the  beginning  and  are  still  involved 
in  the  effort  are:  Judy  Labun;  Beth 
Norman;  Ruth  Roof;  Shirley  Massin- 
gill;  Elizabeth  <Betty)  Bowman;  Majorie 
Busz;  and  Carol  Majors. 

Also,  Larry  Heck;  Bill  Gossett;  Dick 
Wakefield;  Rodger  Barnes;  Charles 
Reifert  and  their  committees  and  manv, 
many  more. 

Special  committees  have. been  formed 
under  General  Chairman  Gerald  L. 
Missler.  In  addition,  there  is  an  advisory 
board  consisting  of  Ben  Ball.  Keith  Bar- 
anowski,  Wyman  Fisher,  Helen  Hovizi, 
Miss  Labun,  Mr.  Missler,  Mrs.  Norman, 
Ken  Roof,  Mrs.  Roof,  Ron  Swehla.  And, 
of  course,  many  others  are  working  to 
make  the  sesquicentennial  a  success. 

At  this  point  in  the  Record,  I  would 
request  that  there  be  printed  a  brief 
history  of  Dundee  which  was  prepared  by 
Lois  Eicholtz  who  also  helped  in  produc¬ 
tion  of  a  book  depicting  the  history  of 
Dundee: 


Brief  History  of  Dundee.  Mich. 

It  was  in  1824  that  a  small  community  was 
carved  out  of  the  Michigan  wilderness  by  a 
group  of  hardy  pioneers  from  New  York 
state.  Ebenezer  Dustin,  owner  of  the  first 
general  store  and  trading  poet,  christened 
It  Dundee  after  the  town  of  Dundee,  Scotland. 
After  It  was  determined  that  the  Indians  In 
the  area  were  of  friendly  nature,  more  and 
more  settlers  arrived  untU  by  1868  there  was 
a  population  of  600  inhabitants  and  the 
business  area  Included  IS  stores,  five  mil¬ 
linery  shops,  two  wagon  shops,  a  school  and 
a  Masonic  Lodge.  Before  the  turn  of  the  cen¬ 
tury,  however,  disaster  struck.  The  entire 
north  side  of  the  business  district  Was  com¬ 
pletely  destroyed  by  fire.  This  turn  of  events 
only  strengthened  the  pioneers'  determina¬ 
tion  and  eventually  all  the  shops  were  re¬ 
built.  The  river  Raisin,  which  divides  the 
village  Into  two  sections,  has  played  an  Im¬ 
portant  role  in  the  development  of  Dundee 
One  of  Dundee's  historic  landmarks  1b  a 
three-story  mill  which  was  built  on  the  river 
bank  In  1866.  This  was  used  for  a  varletv 
of  businesses  untU  1931  when  It  stood  empty 
and  In  need  of  repair.  The  village  council 
intended  to  raze  it  uptll  Henry  Ford  Indi¬ 
cated  a  desire  to  renovate  it  and  put  it  to 
use  as  one  at  his  “little  factories.*’  The  land¬ 
mark  was  used  by  the  Ford  Motor  Company 
for  approximately  19  years  before  It  was 
purchased  by  the  Wolverine  Manufacturing 
and  Fabricating  Company. 

They  utilized  the  site  until  1970  when  the 
Wolverine  firm  sold  the  structure  and  sur¬ 
rounding  area  of  13.8  acres  to  the  village  of 
Dundee  for  $1.  The  company  realizing  that 
the  old  mill  played  a  big  part  In  the  region’s 
growth,  and  felt  it  should  be  used  and  pre¬ 
served  for  future  generations. 

Another  aid  to  community  growth  has 
been  the  building  of  the  Dundee  Cement 
Plant,  one  of  the  largest  of  Its  kind  In  the 
world.  The  coet  of  construction  was  $25  mil¬ 
lion  and  it  employs  over  400  area  residents 

Many  changes  have  been  wrought  during 
the  150  year  span  of  Dundee's  history.  It 
has  grown  from  a  small  picturesque  village 
to  a  thriving  community  with  a  population 
of  over  2,600.  It  Is  with  a  sense  of  pride  and 
accomplishment  that  the  people  of  Dundee 
can  look  forward  to  the  future  with  hopes 
of  continued  prosperity.

The  first  land  patent  for  land  in  the  Village  of  Dundee,  wa* 
issued  to  William  Remington,  from  Livingston  County.  New  York, 
on  July  23.  1823.  Riley  Ingersotl,  Dundee’s  first  white  settler,, 
settled  here  in  1824.  The  settlement  was  named  Dundee  by 
Ebnezer  Dustin,  after  Dundee.  Scotland,  his  hometown. 
Sybrant  Van  Nest,  founder  of  Dundee,  platted  the  village  and 
recorded  it  on  November  12,  1833.  Dundee  was  incorporated 
in  1853  and  reincorporated  in  1871.

The  text  on  the  two  plaques  was  written  by  j 
Mrs.  Floyd  Busz,  assisted  by  Mrs.  LeRoy  Bowman,  in  coopera-  I 
tion  with  the  Monroe  County  Historical  Society.

»  Dundee’s  first  saw  mill  was  built  here  in  1828,  by  Riley 
Ingersoll  and  Samuel  and  William  Cale,  on  land  acquired  by 
William'  Remington,  duly  23.  1823.  A  brush  and  dirt  dam  was 
constructed  across  the  River  Raisin  in  1827,  by  Riley  Ingersoll 
and  George  Wilcox. 

Sybrant  Van  Nest  made  it  into  a  grist  mill  in  1832,  and 
Alfred  Wilkerson  built  the  present  three  story  mill  about  1866. 

Henry  Ford  restored  and  enlarged  the  mill  in  1835,  making 
Dundee’s  old  mill  the  first  of  Ford’s  little  factories. 


Wolverine  Fabricating  t  Manufacturing  Company  purchased 
the  mill  in  1934  and  operated  it  until  September  1970.  On 
December  3.  1970  the  Wolverine  Company  sold  the  mill  and 
13.8  acres  of  land  to  the  Village  of  Dundee  for  $1.00,  to 

be  used  and  preserved  for  Dundee’s  future  generations. 
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This  map  of  the  village  of  Dundee  shows  the  stores  and  proper¬ 
ty  owners  as  it  appeared  in  the  Beers  Atlas  1876.

The  first  meeting  to  consider  having  a  sesqui-centennial  celebra¬ 
tion  was  held  on  January  7,  1974,  with  Gerald  Missler  presiding. 
This  meeting  took  place  in  the  Monroe  County  Bank  basement 
and  was  open  to  the  community.  A  representative  of  the  Rogers 
Company  spoke  and  it  was  decided  to  have  a  celebration, 
Wyman  Fisher  making  the  formal  motion.  A  second  meeting  was 
set  for  January  21,  1974,  to  make  more  decisions  and  to  set  up 
respective  committees.  To  finance  the  endeavor  stock  was 
offered  for  sale  to  the  public. 


Mr.  Jack  Reed  of  the  Rogers  Company  and  Diane  Breitner, 
secretary,  explaining  the  rules  of  the  queen  contest  and  other 
activities  that  will  take  place.  Period  clothes  and  costumes 
were  also  displayed  for  sale. 


Mrs.  Jean  Wellhousen,  manager  of  H  and  R  Block,  donated  the 
use  of  her  office  at  116  Tecumseh  Street  to  be  the  official 
sesquicentennial  headquarters. 


The  Kangaroo  Kourt  was  held  August  10,  1974.  Due  to  evidence  that  the  women  were  holding  a  court  of  their 
own  and  making  arrests;  presiding  Judge  Dale  Goetz  declared  that  all  women  are  out  of  order  and  they  should 
be  put  in  jail.  However  the  Keystone  Kops  managed  to  keep  control  of  the  entire  situation  and  it  was  reported 
only  one  thrown  pie  made  contact  with  a  face.

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ADDITIONS 

Riley  Ingersoll  established  his  residency  and  built  a  log  cabin  in 
1824.  The  next  year  he  went  back  to  New  York  to  marry  Emma 
Beers  Pelton.  They  came  to  Dundee  via  a  route  through  Buffalo 
in  October  1825.  They  rode  a  steamboat  across  Lake  Erie  arriving 
in  Detroit,  November  4,  and  booking  passage  to  Monroe  on  a 
small  boat  called  the  Pumpkin  Seed.  Mrs.  Ingersoll  remained  in 
Monroe  for  three  weeks  before  the  completion  of  her  journey  to 
Dundee,  reaching  her  destination  January  11,  1926.  At  this  time 
she  was  the  only  white  woman  living  in  the  Dundee  area.  She  did 
not  see  another  woman  until  six  weeks  later  when  Mrs.  R.  Peters, 
from  Petersburg,  came  to  visit  her.  On  January  21,  1927,  Emma 
gave  birth  to  a  son,  Richard,  who  is  acknowledged  as  being  the 
first  white  child  to  be  born  and  raised  in  Dundee. 

Recorded  in  the  "Transactions  of  the  Michigan  Agricultural 
Society  1852,"  were  the  activities  of  the  various  counties,  and 
their  fairs,  for  the  year.  There  were  pages  listing  winners  in  all 
categories;ladies  domestics,  crops,  and  animals,  including-R. 
Ingersoll  receiving  the  second  prize  for  his  two  year  old  heifer. 

It  has  been  learned  that  the  Indian  Chief  Moran  moved  from 
Dundee  to  a  reservation  near  Kalamazoo,  staying  only  a  few 
years,  and  spending  the  rest  of  his  life  in  Kansas. 

The  very  first  tavern-inn  in  Dundee,  was  owned  by  S.  Van  Nest. 

In  Wing's  History  of  Monroe  County  it  lists  a  Cady  Hotel  in 
Dundee,  proprietor  Milton  0.  Cady.  Located  on  Park  Place, 
possibly  where  H.  Powell's  store  is  presently  established. 

Since  the  printing  of  the  Sesqui-centennial  Book,  we  found  a  log 
cabin  still  standing  in  Dundee  township,  on  Dunbar  Road.  When 
Mr.  Fred  Boldt  came  from  Germany,  in  the  late  1860's,  much  of 
the  township  was  still  wooded.  Mr.  Boldt  homesteaded  the  farm 
and  built  the  cabin  for  his  wife,  Minnie,  and  their  children.  Many 
descendants  of  this  family  still  live  in  the  area. 

A  Mr.  Julius  Tilden  was  Dundee's  first  lawyer,  he  also  taught 
school.  Two  other  lawyers  established  in  Dundee's  history,  Seth 
C.  Randell  and  H.  Watling. 

Mr.  and  Mrs.  Alfred  DeBuck  and  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Paul  LaPointe 
both  have  large  truck  farms  in  Dundee  township. 

Before  Truman  Ges  had  the  brick  yard  his  first  business  endeavor 
in  Dundee  was  establishing  a  broom  factory. 

Have  you  noticed  as  you  drive  down  any  street  in  Dundee  the 
number  of  Horse  barns  converted  to  garages.  Truly  a  sign  of  the 
times  for  those  whose  lives  have  lived  to  remember  both  methods 
of  transportation.
